On Small Ship

LONDON.—Thousands of Ger- 
man Jewish refugees who had not 
been able to flee from France and 
those in the French colonies were 
in danger this week of being turned 
over to the Reich under the terms 
of the crushing armistice agree- 
ment, which provides for surrender 
of the French fleet, disarmament 
of the French army and Nazi oc- 
cupation of more than half of 
France. 


Germany’s power to demand any 
German subjects it desires is 
stated in Article XIX of the armis- 
tice agreement, which says: “. .. 
The French Government is to hand 
over all German subjects indicated 
by the German Government who 
are in France or French overseas 
territory.” 


How many of France’s 400,000 
Jews and 42,000 German refugees 
remained in the country was im- 
possible to ascertain since there 
had been an exodus during the 
week between Premier Henri Phil- 
lippe Petain’s request for an armis- 
tice and the signing of the agree- 
ment. 


Refugees were reported to be 
pouring across the Spanish border 
in disorderly flight. Baron Eugene 
de Rothschild of Paris, with only 
five centimes on his person, was 
said to be among a group which 
arrived at San Sebastian. 


Another member of the famous 
banking family, Baron Robert de 
Rothschild, philanthropist and a 
leader in refugee aid in Paris, 
arrived in England, himself now a 
refugee. He had joined the French 
army last September. 

Ship Carries 1,300 

Leon Blum, former premier, ar- 

rived safely in London. 


Baron Robert, together with 
Henri Bernstein, the playwright, 
were among 1,300 persons who 
made the voyage from a Biscayne 
port aboard a small ship which 
normally carries 180 passengers. 
A newspaper correspondent on the 
ship told of seeing Baron Roths- 
child, “once one of the richest men 
in the world, patiently standing in 
line, plate in hand, waiting for a 
dish of rice and meat.” 

Eri de Rothschild, younger son of 
Baron Robert, was believed to have 
been killed in action while serving 
with the French forces. 

Meanwhile, concern was ex- 
pressed over the fate of the French 
Jews and German emigres caught 
in the German-occupied part of 
France. 


Exiles In Trap 

Jews and foreign political refu- 
gees who were unable to escape 
from Paris before the Nazi occu- 
pation are in mortal terror, it was 
reported. Thousands of refugees 


|from Nazi rule in Poland, Czecho- 


slovakia and Austria were caught 
in Paris and were hiding in the 
woods around the capital or in 
cities to the south. 

It was reported that Gestapo 
chief Heinrich Himmler arrived to 
assume police supervision of the 





capital.

NEW YORK—With refugee Jews and others apparently hopelessly 
trapped in France, the 1,000,000 Jews in Rumania facing a black future 
under the new totalitarian regime and Hitler’s domination spreading 
through Europe, the World Jewish Congress is turning the emphasis 
of its work to the American continent, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, adminis- 
trative committee chairman, revealed at a press conference at the Hotel 
Astor. 

Dr. Goldmann, who arrived here on the United States liner Wash- 
ington last Friday, said it was planned to call a Pan-American Jewish 
Conference, tentatively scheduled for the end of summer and probably 
to be held in Washington. Purpose of the meeting will be to rally the 
Jews for defense of the Americas and for increased aid to the victims 
of Nazism and Fascism in Europe. 

As part of the shift in emphasis, Dr. Goldmann said, it is planned 
to move the world headquarters of the Congress to the United States. 
The office in Geneva will continue to carry on relief work insofar as it 
ig able, and political activities in Europe will be conducted from recently 
opened London headquarters. 

“The time has come for the mobilization of the resources of the five 
and a half million Jews on the American continent in order to safe- 
guard the survival of the Jewish people,” he declared. “A Pan-Ameri-

Dominican Republic 
To Take 1,000 Children 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK.—President James 
N. Rosenberg of the Dominican 
Republic Settlement Association 
this week announced plans for set- 
tlement of 1,000 refugee children 
and youths from England and 
France, under a new offer by Do- 
minician Ex-President Rafael L. 
Trujillo, besides 200 refugees prev- 
iously scheduled for colonization in 
San Domingo. 


Equipment and one-year main- 
tenance for the 1,200 will cost 
$230,000 in addition to transporta- 
tion expenses, Rosenberg said. De- 
tails of transportation have not 
been worked out yet, but it is pos- 
sible that free transportation will 
be provided by Britain or Canada 
or aboard a Red Cross ship. 

The 1,000 refugees will include 
500 children and 500 youths be- 
tween the ages 16 and 20. “Our 
ability to expand the number whom 
we will aid will be controlled en- 
tirely by the money we can get,” 
Rosenberg said.

DETROIT—On the keynote of American Jewry being “the sole sur- 


viving remnant of Jewish life in the diaspora,” the fortieth annual con- 
vention of the Rabbinical Assembly of America , body of Conservative 
rabbis, opened Tuesday at Shaarey Zedek Synagogue with one hundred 
rabbis and a number of guests attending. 

In the presidential address, Dr. Max Arzt of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary asserted that “our deliberations will have the sole aim of 
exploring and defining our increased responsibilities in the face of the 
present world crisis.” 

Tracing the world tragedy to abandonment of the League of Nations 
ideal by the United States, Rabbi Arzt branded isolationists as “stupid” 
and urged mobilization of all our resources for strengthening the demo- 
cratic system and powerful defense against boodthirsty brutalitarians. 

Dr. Arzt proposed not only military conscription and a training pro- 
gram, which he described as realistic and mandatory, but also immedi- 
ate economic rehabilitation of twelve million unemployed to save their 
shattered morale. Urging increased generosity in maintenance of an 
overseas relief program, Dr. Arzt proposed that American religious 
forces champion legislation for immediate admission of European chil- 
dren for the war’s duration.

Here’s a Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency report of the acquital of 
fourteen Christian Fronters on 
eharges of seditious conspiracy. I 
thought you would want to read 
about it, but not knowing where 
else to print it, I place it here. 

“From the time the jury received 
the case until the verdict the court- 
room was continually crowded with 
interested spectators, and an over- 
flow jammed the corridors. A ma- 
jority of the onlookers were wo- 
men who came to ‘pray and hear 
the verdict of the boys.’ Most of 
the men wore Christian Front but- 
tons in their lapels. Anti-Semitic 
talk was rampant. Court report- 
ers remarked that never had they 
heard so loud a denunciation of the 
Jews in a courthouse. Social Just- 
ice was openly sold in the corri- 
dors. In the men’s room, treasur- 
ers of the various Front units were 
collecting dues for the current 
month. 

“‘The boys,’ as the defendants 
were called, mingled with the spec- 
tators—all except Bishop, who 
could not raise bail—and were con- 
tinually surrounded by admiring 
throngs. Never did they appear 
nervous. They all sat smiling and 
had a cheery remark for all except 
the newspaper men who, they 
charged ‘worked for Jews and 
never printed the truth.’ They 
all declared that they would be 
found not guilty and after the ver- 
dicts were returned, each of the 
defendants turned to the press box, 
with an I-told-you-so smile. 

“The spectators seemed to take 
the jury wait in picnic style. Many 
brought their lunches and ate them 
in the corridor. Christian Front 
Uhits sat together and at intervals 
one of their number was sent to the 
neaft-by candy store to buy soda- 
pop, ice cream or candy. It was 
this care-free attitude that pre- 
vailed, for their seemed to be no 
doubt in the minds of a majority of 
the spectators that the ‘boys would 
be free to carry on their noble 
work.’ 

“Before the verdict was returned, 
Judge Campbell warned the spec- 
tators, as he did on numerous prior 
occasions, that there was to be no 
demonstration. Though there was 
no outward incident in the court- 
yoom, word quickly filtered through 
the building that the ‘boys got off’ 
‘and soon a large crowd gathered

[ MUST BE fairly obvious by now that most 

of us have no comprehension of the actualities 
of the situation in Europe. We read of the capi- 
tulation of the French Government, and cannot 
understand the act, not having seen the refugees 
crowding the roads, the destroyed cities, the dead 
strewn on the battlefield, the utter havoc, ruin 
and destruction. We are too prone to try to con- 
ceive of the situation in numbers and facts. The 
picture that it worth the 10,000 words escapes us. 


If it is true that removed both by our psycho- 
logical proclivity for wishful thinking and by 
actual distance, we are unimpressed by that which 
is spread across the front of every newspaper, 
then how can we visualize even in the nth degree 
that which is being visited upon the Jewish com- 
munities of Europe? Do our numbed sensibilities 
really understand what is taking place when the 
cultured and finely tended French Jewish com- 
munity falls under Hitler’s leash? Can our sense 
of right and wrong realize what France’s con- 
cession to give up to the cursed Nazis all former 
refugees from nations vanquished by the Hitler- 
ites means? How much of a dent in our shell of 
artificiality is made when King Carol, swinging like 
a pendulum copies the Nuremberg laws in his 
severe new anti-Semitic proclamations? 


No, we can’t grasp the true situation. It is con- 


trary to human nature. We proceed along an 
upward trail of understanding at a fairly even 
pace, and all of a sudden our ability to digest is 
destroyed by a quick bombardment of catastrophic 
events, and our minds refuse to act any longer. 
Even the French refugees trudging slowly South- 
ward were benumbed into a sort of lightheadedness 
born out of too much tragedy. I doubt that the 
ordinary Englishman staring into the muzzles of 
Hitler’s guns, believes that within a few short 
weeks, his thousand-year-old nation and existence 
may be wiped out like the old City of Naples. 

He is astounded and shocked by the French 
when they sign an Armistice. He calls it cow- 
ardice, which certainly is evading the facts. The 
Britisher can’t begin to know that the present 
French Government realizes that the Nazis will 
mow down British forces like a high wind on a 
desert, and that probably after England is van- 
quished France has been promised a greater res- 
toration of ‘her land and former position in Europe. 

And certainly we here in America cannot be- 
lieve this talk of a new world in which moves 
must be made in accordance with Hitler’s wishes, 
in which many of our friends here will become 
Hitler advocates urging an imitation of many of 
his policies. Definitely we can’t conceive of these 
things as more than newspaper talk. Certainly 
they do not affect us. 


Straightest Way Out 


OW try to figure out the controversy between 

the American Jewish Congress and its Youth 
Division. The accusation in the altercation is 
plainly that the Congress believed that the lead- 
ers of its Youth Division had come under the in- 
fluence of Communistic teachings. 

The difference arose over a principle, and since

Current Comment 


Sunday School Ineffective, Jewish Advocate 


Declares—Two rabbis participate in a symposium 
in the June issue of the B’nai B’rith National 
Jewish Monthly on the subject of Jewish Sunday 


schools. The net result of the symposium is the 
letting in of considerable light on a subject which 
has not been given sufficient earnest considera- 
tion. Several years ago when we ventured to 
criticise Sunday schools in these columns because 
we felt they were not fulfilling their function we 
were subjected to attack by those who saw in 
Sunday schools the maximum heights to which 
Jewish education could rise. 

Now here are two rabbis, one of whom declares 
flatly that “Sunday schools have failed,” while 
the other weakly states that they could succeed 


‘if they had more room, better equipment and 


competent teachers. Both of these men are tell- 
ing the truth. The degree of Jewish education 
given in the average Sunday school is woefully 
and ridiculously inadequate. That it has elements 
of definite harm is pointed out by Rabbi Glasner 


‘ 


when he says that the “Sunday school is a vicious 
institution because it permits the parents to rid 
themselves of their rightful responsibility in the 
Jewish education of their children and to salve 
their consciences with the thought that the Sun- 
day school will do it for them.” 

Perhaps the weakest link in the whole Sunday 
school system is the teaching element. The fact 
that one is a graduate of a teachers’ college or a 
normal school or that one teaches in the public 
schools certainly does not qualify an individual 
to teach in a Jewish Sunday school. Most Sunday 
school teachers have never gotten beyond the 
“Bible story” stage and have nothing in their own 
background which they can pass on to their pupils 
in the way of a positive, constructive, vital and 
significant Jewish way of life. There are, of 
course, notable exceptions, but these merely serve 
to intensify the lack of Jewish-conscious, Jewish- 
trained teachers. 

We recommend, to all interested in this subject, 
that they read the symposium in the National 
Jewish Monthly; it hits the nail on the head.
